THE numbers of Mr. J. G. Nichols's 
work on Decorated Tiles, noticed in 
ir ‘ine, have been re- 
ceived by me from time to time with 
pet interest, as giving from other 
ities specimens of tiles which once 


existed in great variety in the fine 
old cruciform church of this place. 


Coincident with the publication of 
- last Ee 1 sieorieae ais in 
chancel, representing a knight in 
armour, which I had not before seen, 
and I was agreeably surprised on re- 
ceiving the number in question a few 
days afterwards, to find that Mr. 
Nichols had engraved it from a copy

On exept the drawin, 
Romsey tile (plate 80,) with the speci- 
men found here, I perceived that the 
latter is in some respects more perfect. 
I therefore determined to send you 
the above accurate outline of the pat- 
tern, together with another of similar 
character, of which there are several 
‘specimens 7 


have been long known to me. You 
will ace that the figures in the first are 
much better defined than they are on 
the Romsey tile ; the horse is perfect, as 
is also the horseman's helmet, whilst the 
shield bears the well known Templar's 
cross. The corner behind the sword 
is unfortunately broken off, so that I 
can give no idea as to what it con- 
tained beyond the two dots copied 





from the corresponding filling up of 
the second tile In Sue. ichol's 
drawing of thi tile, this por- 
tion seems tome: ig niipeiaey 
from its original being also imperfect. 
The second tile represents a knight 


riding in the opposite direction, with 
different accoutrements, and armed 
with a long spear or lance.

The current story of this lady's mur- 
der is derived from one of the wost 
virulent Jibels mublished, “A 
Dialogue between lar, a Gentle- 
man, and a Lawyer,” which, though it 
hag also passed under other titles, is 
est known by that of “ Leicester's 
Commonwealth.” Tn an impartial in- 
vestigation of the matter, it is neces

+ The Dialogue is supposed to have 
been first printed on the Continent in 15#4. 
Its assertions were repudiated by the 
Queen in Council on the 2¢th June, 1583, 
in a letter directed to the magistrates of 
Cheshire, in which Wt was emerted that 
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a speciall fortune that, when he desireth 
any woman's favour, then what person so- 
ever standeth in his way hath the luck to 
dye quickly, for the finishing of his desire. 
As, for example, when his lordship was 
in full hope to marry her Majesty, and 
his owne wife stood in bis light, as he sup- 
posed, he did but send her aside to the 
house of his servant Forster, of Cumnor, 
by Oxford, where shortly after she bad 
the chance to fall from a paire of staires, 
and so to breake her neck, but yet with- 
out hurting of her hood that stood upon 
her head.
